main line. It is estimated that 
some million and a half acres in 
the areas in the extreme south are 
seriously menaced. Good result. 
are being obtained from the poison 
ing campaign, but the amount o! 
poisoned bait material has had t& 
be considerably increased from 
first estimates. The daily output 
of bait has now reached over 4| 
tons, and the total quantities o 
material used to date, in what has 
proved to be one of the heaviest 
grasshopper campaigns in the his‘
